School Attendance Is 


Affected By Illness 


• Because of the'mild epidemic of in- 
fluenza colds and other diseases, the 
schools of Govina have suffered in at- 
tendance during the past month, but not 
to any such extent as has been experi- 
enced in other .years, according to a 
statement this week by Suprintendent 
Ben S. Millikan. 


The highest amount out at any one 


time in the high school has been twelve 
per cent of the attendance, this drop- 
ping to seven and eight per cent on 
some days. As high as twenty per cent 
of the attendance in tho Covina elemen- 
tary schools has been absent on some 
days. Part of this was caused through 
the fact that some parents 'kept well 
children out because of fear of contag- 
ion. The percentage does not necessar- 
ily mean that this amount is made up 
of children ill. 


Several teachers, including Donald

Edwards Is Sentenced 


For Reckless Driving 


Charged with a misdemeanor under 


the motor vehicle act of the state, Em- 
mert Edwards, a young rancher and la- 
borer of the Covina valley, was found 
guilty in the court of Justice of the 
Peace Thomas B. Reed Wednesday 
morning, following a trial on Tuesday. 


The case grew out of the injury of 


Miss Anna Nelson, a telephone operator, 
who was struck by the machine driven 
by Edwards two weeks ago, according 
to the complaint made by Walton 
Johnson, a relative of the injured girl. 
The accident occurred near the corner 
of Cypress and Citrus avenues at a 
time when Miss Nelson was walking in 
the street on her way home from work. 
She still lies in a critical condition at 
the Pomona hospital. 


, Edwin Jobe, in whose employ Ed- 
wards has been for the most of the 
time since the young man came to the 
state several years ago, appeared as a 
character witness in his behalf, stating 
that he had found Edwards at all times 
to be a young man of upright character, 
of steady habits and of a careful dispo- 
sition when driving an 
automobile. 


Other witnesses were Clarence Notting- 
ham and Miss Euth Bettee, both of 
Charter Oak, who were in an automobile 
near the scene of the accident at the 
time it occurred. 


The complaint recited the clause of 


the motor vehicle act, as follows: "that 
he did operate and drive a motor vehi- 
cle, to wit, an automobile, on a public 
lighway, to wit, Cypress avenue, in a 
careless and imprudent manner, and at 
a rate of speed greater than was rea- 
sonable and proper, and without regard 
to the traffic or use of the highway, and 
at such a rate of speed as to endanger 
the lives of persons.'" 


The court sentenced Edwards to thir- 


ty days in jail, and suspended the sen- 
tence, with, an understanding between., 
the court and the defendant that he. 
will reimburse the Nelson family in the 
sum of one hundred dollars.

Local Rancher Asks 


Pertinent Questions 


Edward Insley, Covinn orange grow- 


er, who is assistant managing editor of 
the Los Angeles Examiner, has written 
a letter to the Covina chamber of com- 
merce of which he is a member, asking 
some pertinent questions concerning the 
manner in which the orange industry 
was handled following the recent freeze. 
He makes several suggestions, as fol- 
lows: 


Covina, Feb. 27. 


Dr. J. D. Reed, President 
Covina Chamber of Commerce. 


Dear Sir: Kindly permit me to sug- 


gest, the appointment of a special cham- 
ber of commerce committee, to inquire 
into, and report upon the following 
three questions: 


1. Could the damage done in Covina 


and vicinity by the recent freeze have 
been prevented? 


2. "Could the loss have been mater- 


ially reduced by a different handling of 
the situation? 


3. What preventative or palliative 


policies should be adopted for the fu- 
ture (a) by the individual grower; (b) 
by the community as a whole? 


If there is any valuable lesson to 


learn from the experience of this win- 
ter, now is the time to formulate it. 
Fortunately we have in the Covina 
chamber of commerce a proper and com- 
petent body to undertake this important 
work. 


Many of our oldest and most exper- 


ienced growers believe that it is good 
business to risk and suffer such losses 
rather than expend the money needed 
for smudging, particularly in view of 
the present high cost of pots. 
This, 


however, is not the prevailing opinion 
of other districts, nor of the most suc- 
cessful districts. 


Perhaps our old-timers 
are 
right. 


Maybe they are wrong. Many of us 
would prefer to know, rather than guess. 


The inquiry suggested would comprise 


the assembling of actual statements of 
costs, for this and previous winters, and 
the balancing of these figures with the 
savings and losses of the non-smudgcrs. 


Grave injury is done to Covina and 


vicinity by the notoriety incurred in 
these occasional freezes. The city suf- 
fers in reputation as a safe place in 
which to do business—any kind of bus- 
iness—as long as we continue at the 
mercy of the weather. Though it be 
true, possibly, that the expense of 
smudging is balanced evenly by the

Preliminery Survey 


For San Gabriel Dam 


Charles P. Bayer, secretary of the 


associated chambers of commerce of the 
valley, and assistant secretary of the 
Los'Angeles chamber of commerce, was 
chosen chairman of an organization to 
handle flood control matters at a meet- 
ing held in the Union League club on 
Tuesday of this week. Dr. George Cle- 
ments of the Los Angeles diamber was 
chosen secretary.'- 


There were members present from the, 


associated chambers and from other pub- 
lic organizations. R. W. Pridham, for- 
mer supervisor, appeared as a reresen- 
tative of the Los Angeles chamber. 


The main topic under discussion was 


the San Gabriel dam project, and Mr. 
Pridham announced that the board of 
supervisors has instructed County Flood 
Control Engineer Reagan to proceed at 
once with the preliminary survey of tfhe> 
project. Mr. Pridham said that a com- 
plete survey of the project, which will 
cost between $50,000 and 100,000, has 
beeii promised by Supervisor McClellan. 
The actual construction of the dam will 
cost in the neighborhood of $10,000,000, 
he said. 


When the surveyors make their report 


on the estimated cost of the dam, com- 
mittees will be appointed to confer 
with officials of the county, the state 
and the national government concerning 
the project. Mr. McClellan pointed out 
that it is logical to expect appropria- 
tions from county, state and the gov- 
ernment. The county is interested, he 
said, from the standpoint of flood con- 
trol and wK'or conservation, and the 
state is concerned especially in regard 
to damage from floods to the roads, and 
the government from th'e standpoints of 
reforestation and harbor interests.

pertinent at this time when there is 
such a flurry of colds, grippe and other 
contagious diseases. 


The first important thing is to relax 


and not be in a tense, excited or wor- 
ried frame of miiyl. Worry is an ex- 
cellent fertilizer for disease germs and 
they thrive in those individuals who 
allow themselves to be obsessed by 
fear. .One may help keep his resistance 


rheir occasional losses, the city and 
:omnmnity are still losers in reputation 
and business. 
Growers who cannot 


stand a year or two of adversity are 
ruined. Stores suffer. The good name 
of our brands is impaired in the mar- 
ket. 
Though we come out even in the 


gamble 'so far as the apparent balances 
are concerned, we still lose. 


Question: Do we really save enough 


to compensate for what we lose IN- 
DIRECTLY? 


Any form of insurance is economic 


loss, by one way of figuring. But good 
business men cheerfully charge insur- 
ance to expense rather than the loss 
side of the ledger, and regard it as 
money well spent. 


There is the further question whether 


the present cost of such insurance as 
smudging is not prohibitive. .It is pro- 
hibitive to many of us perhaps. We 
can't afford, to smudge, because we 
'have not smudged in the past. 


If smudging is a good and practica- 


ble thing for us to do, there is to be 
considered the fact that its effective- 
ness is greatly diminished unless our 
neighbors as well as ourselves practice 
it. 


What, if anything, could be done 


along this line by cooperative or com- 
munity effort? Have you heard that 
down in Imperial county they are even 
making farm irrigating a public anc 
community affair? 


Aside from the matter of smudging 


there should be careful inquiry into 
the matter of association and lega 
restrictions .whicli operated so greatly 
to our disadvantage this winter. 
Our 


own interests are not altogether identi 
cal at such a time with those of the 
smudging localities. 
Wo should no 


play their game for them without gooc 
reason. Certainly we should not again 
porrnit unnecessary injustice to be done 
to ourselves. 


Now is the time to decide what we 


will do in another similar emergency.

vies, pies, cakes and canjdics. 
Eat 


freely of fruits that agree with you, 
and well-cooked cereals. Bran and min 
eral oil should be used if necessary. Be 
cheerful while eating. Eat slowly and 
chew your food thoroughly. Do not en- 
gage in violent exercise after eating. 
A prepared sour milk, that is, milk that 
is soured, placing some digestive sub- 
stances in it such as formulae, is an ex- 
cellent food, particularly when taken 
in an empty stomach. Lemonade is also 
a germicide and could be taken with 
benefit at this time. 


I want to emphasize the benefit 


heat in combating colds. A full warm 
bath with a cold cloth kept around the 
head, remaining in the bath until per 
spiration appears, is a very useful pro 
cedure. Care should be taken in get 
ting out of the bath that yea do no' 
catch cold, and you should retire to a 
warm bed. Fomentations or hot appli 
cations to the ehest and spine shouli 
follow this, with an alcohol rub. An 
other valuable help to ward off a cold 
plenty of sleep; and keeping the bowels 
well regulated is also an essential in 
keeping well. 


Concluding, I would say: Don't wor 


ry; eat very simple food; retire early 
and the probabilities are that you wil 
avoid being sick.

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Heedless of Death 


During the year 1921, 57 persons were killed and 283 injured 


in grade crossing accidents in the six states served by the South- 
ern Pacific Company's Pacific system, according to a report 
made public by R. J. Clancy, assistant to the general manager 
in charge of safety work. 


This is a slight relative increase over the casualties for 1920, 


despite the safety campaign of the company. Clancy, in his re- 
port, shows, however, that had it not been for the tragedy of 
Proberta, California, where thirteen high school students were 
killed, the number of fatalities for 1921, correlated to the number 
of registered automobiles and locomotive miles for this year, 
would have shown a decrease of about 11 per cent. Portion of 
the report folows:

"In 186 instances, or about 22 per cent of the total, it will 


l>e noted that instead of being struck by trains, the automobiles 
ran into trains, primarily the result of approaching crossing 
at a speed so great that braking power was not sufficient to stop 
automobile before hitting train, resulting in four fatalities and 
8S injuries. 
In 85 instances crossing gates lowered to protect 


them from train were run through and broken/and in-eight in- 
stances crossing Haginen, warning autoists of approaching trains 
were run down and injured." 


The Nation's Problem 


The California perishable fruit haul is the longest rail trans- 


portation in,this cpuBtry, an east..and west distance of. about 
3600 miles. Returns for Exchange shipments f. o. b. cars Cali- 
fornia, according to the Exchange annual report, amounted to 
something over sixty-one million dollars. There came back into 
the state for citrus fruits a total of nearly eighty-four millions, 
but the delivered value at eastern points was over one hundred 
and twenty-eight millions, which includes a charge for freight 
and refrigeration of nearly forty-five millions. The retail deal- 
ers paid nearly one hundred and forty-six million dollars for 
this crop that the growers received eighty-four million dollars 
for, and the consumers paid nearly two hundred and four mil- 
lion dollars for the privilege of eating California oranges and 
lemons. 


This shows that the people who ate the oranges and lemons 


paid one hundred and twenty million dollars more for the fruit 
that was received by the ranchers who raised the fruit. 


This question of transportation is being struggled with by a 


committee of the Exchange, cooperating with other organizations 
at the present time, and ships chartered from the government 
will carry a portion of the crop in coming years as an experi- 
ment. Water transportation costs a little more than half the 
amount of rail haul to eastern tidewater points, but this is by 
no means the end of the journey, for the short haul from tide- 
water to consumer is the most expensive leg of the journey. 
Congestion in big distributing centers is one of the most costly 
items in getting fruit to the consumer, or in delivering any com- 
modity. 


The report of the Exchange reveals low marketing costs, and 


it is without doubt a fact, as the report states, that these costs

are the lowest attached to the marketing of any perishable fruit 
in the United States. The fruitgrowers, through their selling 
and marketing organizations, are performing their part economi- 
cally in getting this fruit to the consumer. 


In moving this fruit across the country it is an undoubted 


fact thah the people, represented in the railway working class, 
share in the profits of transportation, that is, the working people 
of the country are greatly benefited by this great volume of 
high class freight. 
The heavy freight charges aid in making 


prosperity in the homes of the working class, distributed all over 
the country. 
But the physical effort of transporting this fruit 


costs too much in comparison with what it represents in returns 
to the grower. 


The Argus has thought for years that the interstate railroad 


system is too haphazard, too roundabout, possessed of too many 
owners with interfering methods of railroad conduct, too much 
needless handling, and too slow. The government might with 
propriety exercise greater instead of less supervision and di- 
rection in this tremendously-important feature of our national 
life. The partial solution may lie in one great government- 
owned freight line from coast to coast, competing with existing 
lines, a fast freight system with a right-of-way dedicated pri- 
marily to the transportation of freight. A through freight 
line, double-tracked, has been a dream of times of the privately- 
owned roads, but dismissed as impracticable because of its cost 
and the apparent inability to finance such a gigantic construc- 
tion. But it is not impossible for the people to build such a 
line, any more than it proved impossible for them to build 
motor vehicle and wagon-roads across this continent. 
The tre- 


mendous growth of coast-to-coast freight in the past decade 
moves this problem nearer to feasibility. 


Water freight is not the solution, excepting in part, and never 


can be, inasmuch as the method will not reach to any part of 
the interior. This country is built on the railroad system. It 
cannot expand, and could not have expanded except through 
the use of transportation lines that will reach directly into the 
vast American interior. 
No nation in past history has ever 


expanded when depending on water transportation alone, ex- 
cepting that expansion allowed by its peculiar possession of 
water lanes. This is a railroad country. It could never have 
amounted to anything excepting in a limited way had it not 
been for the invention of the steam-driven vehicle. This country 
is now faced, more than ever, by the desirability of expanding 
its railroad systems, making freight carriage faster and cheaper 
and more direct. With such expension should go the expansion 
of water service, but the Avater method mxist always remain 
secondary because of its natural limitations. 


California's bests market is the eastern United States. The 


problem of the future, as in the past, which must be met by the 
great cooperative bodies of the state is that of solving the rail 
transportation. 
It is a national problem for the people's gov- 


ernment, not for private capital. 


A Boon of Boons 


Whoever we be, fat and flabby and lazy, or thin and stringy 


and restless, most certainly we must somehow learn to sleep if 
we are to be relieved of nervousness. Sleep is incomparable 
and irreplacable. Inquiry should be begun forthwith into the 
sleep-history of children and its relation -Jto the kind of sleep 
they obtain in adult life. Probably we shall learn that those 
of us who enjoy excellent, unfailing, dreamless sleep in middle 
life are those who had happy childhoods, with regular provision 
of sleep away from noise and capricious or accidental interrup- 
tion. This I know, that one of my dominant recollections of my 
childhood is the respect my mother always entertained for my 
sleep, guarding it from anything that might spoil its quantity 
and quality; and now, in my forties, I enjoy, in a strange bed, 
or on the train, under any conditions, never-failing, ever-refresh- 
ing, dreamless sleep—a boon of boons. 


However that may be, the nervous person must regard sleep 


as all wise people, from Shakespeare downwards, have regarded 
it. If tea and coffee keep one awake, or noise, or the light 
shining into one's room, or a too full stomach, or exciting work, 
or talk, or play too late in the day—these things must be cut 
out, in order that saving sleep may be saved. The rule is abso- 
lute and fundamental, and applies to all without exception any- 
where.—Dr. C. W. Saleeby in California Christian Advocate.

Los Angeles Acquires 


Edison Go.'s Property 


Referring to the proposed transfer of 


;he Southern California Edison Com- 
pany's property within the city limits 
of Los Angeles to the city of Los An- 
gles. Mr. John B. Miller, president of 
:he Edison Company, was asked what 
effect, if any, this would have on the 
Edison Company's business. Mr. Mil- 
ler said: 


"The effect of the transfer of the 


property within the city limits to the 
ity will be eminently satisfactory to 
the company. It will have no effect 
whatever on the Company's business or 
standing, except that the company, by 
reason of t'he receipt of upwards of 
$11,000,000 through the transfer, will be 
able to speed up its program of water 
power development just that much; faster 
and on just that much broader a basis. 


The volume of the company's business 


affected by the transfer is only ten per 
cent of its total business, and will not 
be affected by the transaction as under 
the operating agreement the business 
has been transacted for the last five 
years 
substantially the 
same as it 


would have been if t*hc transfer had 
taken place at that time. The only dif- 
ference will be that the city will take 
over the actual handling of the retail 
accounts within the city limits, and the 
company will continue to supply the 
city's surplus power requirements on a 
wholesale basis. 


"The effect of the transfer will be 


more apparent in the speeding up of 
the water construction so necessary to 
the development of California than in 
any other way."

"Miracle Man" Freed 


By Jury in 12 Minutes 


On 
account of 
the wide circle of 


friends in this valley of the alleged 
victim, Mrs. Margaret S. Dunbar of San 
Dimas, the trial of "Brother Isaiah" 
Cudney, so-called "Miracle Man," has 
been followed with considerable interest 
in this district. 


The trial closed on Wednesday -with, 


an acquittal by the jury in twelvfe min- 
utes of a charge of manslaughter. 


Cudney was accused of manslaughter 


in connection with the death September 
11, last, of Mrs. Margaret S. Dunbar. 
On the day previous he had treated her 
for a long-standing case of rheumatism, 
during which her bones had become en- 
crusted over a period of eight years. 
It was asserted by the prosecution that 
Mrs. Dunbar's death was brought about 
by physical shock, brought on by the 
breaking of her bones. Testimony was 
adduced that various persons heard Mrs. 
Dunbar's bones '' pop'' when Cudney 
straightened her limbs. 


It was stated by attorney for the de- 


fense that the bones of the deceased, a 
woman then 60 years of age, were brok- 
•n after death. He stated that it was 
the custom of undertakers to straighten 
out limbs in preparing a body for bur- 
al, that rigor mortis had set in and 
"hat there was no proof that the bones 
were not broken after that.
